La nonvelle de la mort de l’amiral lord 
Alcester (autrefoissir Beaachamps Seymour) 
sera accaeiliie avec tristesse par beaucoup de 
ceux qui, lors des événements qui agitérent 
Egypte pendant 1'6t6 de 1883, eurent |’bon- 
neor de faire sa connaissance. 

-Le défant amiral était né en 1821 ; fl fat dlevé 
au collége d’Eton et entra dans ja marine rovye 
en 1834. Eo 41842 ilfat proma lieutenant de 
vaisseag, en 1847 commander et capitaine en 
4854. Il gagna ses épaniettes de contre-amiral 
en 1870 etle 6 mai 1882, c’est-a-dire pen de 
temps avant les événements d’Egypte, il fat 
proma amiral; en 1886, atteint parla limite 
d’dge, il se retira da service, Les états de 
service de lord Alcester comptaient beaucoup de 
service actif. I! fat volontaire dans la guerre de 
Barmah, en 1852-53, comme aide-de-camp da 
général Godwin; ce fat lai qui condaisit an 
petit détachement a4 |’assact et a la prise des 
teavaox de la pagode de Péga; ilse fit aussi 
remarquer dans uo grand nombre d’aotres 
engagements et quatre fois son nom fat cité & 
Vordre du jour. Eo 1854, il faisait partie de 
l'escadre chargée d’opérer dans la mer Blanche 
contre les Rasses. 

En 1860-61, comme commodore commandant 
la station d’Australie, il prit part aax opéra- 
tions de Ja brigade navale en Noavelle Zélande 
et s’y distingoa encore; cette campagne lai 
valut d’étre nommé compagnon de !’ordre da 
Bain.

“Iris to bew down soperstition, not, as some 
{slsely soy, to cat down tho men,” said Mrs. 
Massingberd, as she pointed to the little golden 
sxe, the symbol of the Pioneer Olub. We were 
standing together in one of the rooms in the old- 
fashioned house at Braton-street known as the 
bead-quarters of the advanced woman movement. 
ilere meet together many of the ladies who by 
controversy, fiction, oratory, and art are promot: 
ing those new notions of women’s place ia the 
world. Novelists like Mme. Sarah Grand, speak- 
ers ike Lady Llenry Somerset, painters like Mrs. 
Joping Rowe, bere have matured many of their 
achcmes. 

Mre. Maamocgberd said that the Pioneer Club is 
not speciaily devoted to spreading any particuler 
phare of thought. “The ciub was started simply 
as 8 meeting place and resting-place for busy 
women.’ In eoswer toa question of mine, she 
ssid,’ We have all kinds of women here—leaders 
ctitie Liberel Federation and many prominent 
members of the Primrose League. In the Albe- 
maric sud Alexsudra Olubs actresses sre excladed 
trota metubership—here they are admitted. Nor 
do we, ss818 dore at the Alexandra, altogether 
abut out men, they aro admitted as visitors and 
to cur debates. Weare so dreadfally afraid of 
pecp ¢ thinking tbat we do not care to work with 
men, 88 a matter of fact, 1am on many com- 
mitrees with them. Our membership iaclades all 
classes—artists, speakers, philanthropic workers 
and many of the smart women of modern Society. 
In fact we are cf all kinds and shades of opinion, 
and there are several of the veriess Mrs. Grandys 
smong us. |[n one way we more resemble the great 
working men's clubs of the provincial towns than 
the rich men's meeting places in the West-end. 
Ve do not merely come together for amusement 
sod recr@ation, bute great deal of work is car- 
ned on here. We bave a big debate every Thara- 
day night, we have a dramatic and other societies 
snd we have started a Women’s Anti: Vivisection 
Organisation to interest and educate women on 
thie matter.” 

‘fs it true that you have a smoking-room 
here F’ 

“Yea, we have,” Mra. Massingberd boldly re- 
pied, “butitis nct very moch osed. Perhaps 
there sre 26 or 30 outofover 500 members who 
goto it, and 1 do not think the number will in- 
crease. Bat no intoxicants are sold, and 
aiccholic drinks are not allowed on the premises.’’ 

“Now, Mra. Massingberd, you have, I suppose, 
more than anyone, had opportunities of coming 
inte contact with the much-discussed New Wo- 
mao. ell me, what are her characteristics ? How 
does she differ from her older-fashioned sister ?" 

Mrs. Massingberd hesitated for a moment. “I 
think te best way I could describe the New 
Woman,” she said, “is, to use a somewhat slang 
phrase, as ‘one who is very mach all there.

Recruiting for the Navy. 


(From. the St. James's Gazette.) 


When about the time of the last Badget the 
Government, the Honse, and even the country, 
were roused to a sense of our deficiency not 
only in the matter of ships and guns, bat in 
the most important matter of all, men to work 
the slips and gaons we have, an effort was 
made to draw a larger number of the reserve 
men into active service, The inducements held 
out were insofficient or the conditions were not 
made widely enough known and the experiment 
had practically no resalt. The attention of the 
Admiralty was then turned in another direction. 
Under ordinary conditions boys are allowed to 
enter her Mojesty’s service between the ages 
of fifteen and sixteen anda half, have twenty 
months’ training on sbips in harbour, then go 
to ses,and become ordinary seamen at eighteen. 
Could any advantsge be gained by extending 
the limit of age daring which boys may enter, 
and commencing sea-training at once? In order 
to try, H.M.8. Northampton was commissioned 
by a well-known officer, Osptain Niblett, who 
bas under him an able staff anda smart and 
efficient ship’s company of some 260 men. There 
was room on board for 380 boys, and the 
question was whether the Northamplon would 
get them; and ander the following conditions 
boys were ta be permitted to enter between 
the ages of sixteen and three-quarters and 
eighteen, were to have six nionths’ sea-going 
training, then goto sea and become ordinary 
seamen at the age of eighteen, provided they had 
then completed their six months’ training. 

The trial of the experiment commenced on Jane 
14, 1894; therefore the boys who first joined 
have just gone regularly to sea, and we have to 
wait the reports of commanding officers before it 
is known how far the experiment will be justified 
by its results. The training is obviously more 
practical, as the lads are living on bosrda 
sea-going man-of-war,with the same food, roatine, 
work, etc., as they would have in an ordinary 
ship of war at sea, except that every available 
moment is taken advantage of for parposes of 
instruction by a large and remarkably efficient 
staff of instructors. Less time, too, need be 
devoted to school, as the boys are older than 
those who join the service ander the usoal 
conditions, Moreover, the namber of the boys is 
not so great bat thas the officers oan get o 
personal knowledge of, at any rate, the majority 
of tbem—a thing which is practically impossible 
aboard such great ships as the Impregnable and 
8t. Vincent. Io harbour training ships, too, there 
is a risk of the “schoolmaster” element being too 
prominent—a tendency for both boys and in. 
stractors to fail in acqairiog a sense of reapon- 
sibility and to think that when instraction hours 
are over daties cease. Oa the other hand, it 
may well be said thet all this can be learned at 
sea, while “instruction” oan be better given in 
harbour ships, with their many. applisnoes and 
the greater length of time allowed, 

Enough of these matters; what of the main 
thiog—can we get the boysP Yes; of this 
at least, there is nodoubt. We can get all we 
want for the moment two or three times over. So 
successfal, in fact, has been the experiment, that 
it is thought possible in some quarters that the 
general method of recruiting for the navy may be 
affected by its success. Of course, saccessful or 
ansaccessfal, the new plan is of use only to bring 
up the complements of the ships’ companies 
actaally in commission. It is of no help towards 
the solation of the great question of an efficient 
reserve ; but atill it is most satisfactory to know 
that, by extending the age limit and taking a 
little trouble, the Admiralty can readily obtain 
so large a number of strong healthy lads whose 
services would otherwise be lost to the country. 

The method adopted was an excellent one. It 
was decided to go to the boys instead of Waiting 
for them to come to the ship; and last summer 
the Northampton cruised round grest part of the 
coasts of England, Ireland, and Scotland, going 
often to out-of-the-way spots, and picking ap 
many a youth who woold have been gled to join 
her Majesty's service previously had the ides 
presented itself to him or the chance ooonrred. 
As uscal, the south, and especially the soutb- 
west, of Eogland proved the best recruiting: 
ground ; but everywhere there was eagerness to 
join—eagerness 6o great that general recruiting 
by means of the coastgaard end of marine reornit- 
ing sergeants had soon to be stopped, since the 
Admiralty wisely desired to extend the recruiting 
to districts where the advantages of the service 
are not widely koown. A few detasila as to the 
recruiting may be of interest ; some of them are 
rather curions, At Queenstown a good many 
lads joined, but over 50 per cent. were rejected 
as medically anfit. A considerable number joined 
at Dromore, which tsps the Waterford district.
